REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The boards decision dated 12/10/09 which states: "the anticipation rejection of 
claims 1 to 12 is reversed because each and every limitation in the claims is not found 
either expressly or inherently in the cited reference to Robinson. In re Crish, 393 F.3d 
1253, 1256 (Fed. Cir. 2004)." More specifically, the board states the "battery door 101 
and electrical contact assembly (200-220, 300-340; fig. 2-4) are located on completely 
opposite surfaces of the faceplate; even though, the assembly is positioned in opening 
220. 

An allowance is being set-forth per the Board's decision and subsequent SPE 
and Examiner conference.
